the pertinacity with which the people cling to 
their old habits and ot the little intercourse be- 
tween different parts of even the same country, 
than the circumstance that each of the twenty- 
sii Cantons ot Switzerland 
has a very peculiar 


and distinct costume ol its own, never vatymg 
within its limits, and never tound beyond them 
The greatest oddity 
is seen in the head dresses 


ot the female peasants. 
In Berne they wear 


around their heads a circle of wings of black 
lace,spreading out from their faces like the aides 
of a windmill, 
in Freyburg they have flapping 


straw bats, with rims broad enough for Brobdig- 
nag, but cruwns nfnall enough tor Lilliput. In 
Bchwitz, tbfy wear on the back of their heads a 
white luce cap, shaped like the magnified flower 
of the sweet pea.
